PRIVATE BILLS 


Excerpts From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill shall 
be received by the House after the first 10 
days of each Session, nor may any Private 
Bill be presented to the House after the first 
three weeks of each Session, nor may any 
report of any Standing or Select Committee 
upon a Private Bill be received after the first 
four weeks of each Session, and no motion 


for the suspension or modification of this 
Standing Order shall be entertained by the 
House until the same has been reported on 
by the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to the 
House. And if this rule shall be suspended 
or modified as aforesaid, the promoters of 
any Private Bill which is presented after the 
time hereinbefore limited, or for which the 
petition has been received after the time 
hereinbefore limited, shall in either case pay 
double the fees required in respect of such 
Bill by this rule, unless the House shall 
order to the contrary. 

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the Clerk 
of the House, eight clear days before the 
opening of the Session. 

(a) a printed copy of such Bill; 

(b) acopy of the petition to be presented 

to the House; 

(c) copies of the notices published, with 
publication proved by a statutory 
declaration of affidavit to the satis- 
faction of the Clerk of the House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill and 
petition the applicant shall also pay to the 
Clerk of the House the sum of $300. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the Clerk 
of the House at least eight clear days before 
the opening of the Session or if the petition 
has not been presented to the House within 
the first 10 days of the Session, the amount 
to be paid to the Clerk shall be $600. If the 
Bill shall not pass second reading. one-half 
of the fees shall be returned. 


100. (1) All applications to the Legisla- 
tive Assembly for Private Bills of any nature 
whatsoever shall require the publication of a 
notice clearly and distinctly specifying the 
nature and object of the application, and 
when the application refers to any proposed 
work, indicating sufficiently the location of 
the work, to be signed by or on behalf of the 
applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in The 
British Columbia Gazette and once a week 
in one leading daily newspaper freely cir 
culating in all parts of the Province. The 
notice in such newspaper to appear on 
Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such a 
nature that it may particularly affect one or 
more electoral districts, the notice shall fur- 
thermore be published once a week if possi- 
ble in some newspaper in every electoral 
district affected, or if there be no newspaper 
published therein, then in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the electoral district nearest 
thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of four 
weeks during the interval of time between 
the close of the next preceding Session and 
the consideration of the petition. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent or 
attorney in fact shall be accompanied by the 
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authority of such agent or attorney in fact, 
and the petition shall not be deemed to be 
filed with the Clerk until this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the erec- 
tion of a toll bridge is received by the House, 
the person or persons intending to petition 
for such Bill shall, upon giving the notice 
prescribed by Standing Order 100, also at 
the same time and in the same manner give 
notice of the rates which they intend to ask, 
the extent of the privilege, the height of the 
arches, the interval between the abutments 
or piers for the passage of rafts or vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 

103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of in- 
corporation shall be so framed as to incorpo- 
rate by reference to the causes of the general 
Acts relating to the details to be provided for 
by such Bills: Special grounds shall be es- 
tablished for any proposed departure from 
this principle, or for the introduction of 
other provisions as to such details, and a 
note shall be appended to the Bill indicating 
the provisions thereof in which the general 
Act is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense be- 
fore any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 

(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance with 
the model Bill (copies of model Bills may be 
obtained from the Clerk of the House). Any 
provisions contained in any such Bill which 
are not in accord with the model Bill shall be 
inserted between brackets or underlined, 
and shall be so printed. 

(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill shall 
be clearly specified in the notice of applica- 
tion for same. 

107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, 26 ems by 50 
ems, on good paper, in imperial octavo 
form, each page when folded measuring 10 
Ys inches by 7’ inches. There shall be a 
marginal number every fifth line of each 
page; the numbering of the lines is not to run 
on through the Bill, but lines of each page 
are to be numbered separately. Three hun- 
dred copies of each Bill shall be deposited 
with the Clerk of the House immediately 
before the first reading. If amendments are 
made to any Bill during its progress before 
the Committee on Private Bills, or through 
the House, such Bill shall be reprinted by 
the promoters. 

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 men- 
tioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on the 
capital of the company are payable at the 
same time.

6. An advance poll, if required, shall be 
held at a place or places at a time or times as 
determined by the Returning Officer. 

7. The election of members of the first 
elected council of the municipality shall be 
conducted in the manner provided for an- 
nual elections under the Municipal Act, 
except as otherwise provided herein. 

8. The persons qualified to vote at the 
first election are 

(a) those persons who sign a poll book 
indicating that they are entitled 
within the Province to the privileges 
of a natural born Canadian citizen or 
other British subject of the full age of 
19 years and are owners or tenants in 
occupation of land in, or residents of, 
the municipality or are non-resident 
owners or tenants in occupation of 
land in the municipality who are 
otherwise qualified to vote in an elec- 
tion under section 35 of the 
Municipal Act; 

(b) a corporation qualified to vote under 
section 38 of the Municipal Act. 
Where an indivdual who controls a 
corporation is resident of or an owner 
or lessee of real property in the 
municipality, that corporation is not 
entitled to be registered or to vote. 


9. The first meeting of the new council 
shall be held on December 14, 1981, at the 
Municipal Hall, Revelstoke, B.C. 


10. Notwithstanding section 263 of the 
Municipal Act, the council shall at its first 
meeting direct that a provisional budget be 
prepared for all or part of the year 1982. A 
copy of the provisional budget shall be sup- 
plied to each member of the council at the 
first meeting of council in 1982.

12. All property, both real and personal, 
and all rights, powers and privileges arising 
out of any contract, agreement, collective 


agreement, covenant, or otherwise what- 
soever, and all taxes, debts, actions, cause of 
action, and all claims and demands what- 
soever either at law or in equity appertaining 
to The Corporation of the City of Revelstoke 
as incorporated under former Letters Patent 
and the Regional District of Columbia- 
Shuswap in respect of the area thereof con- 
tained within the municipality, vest in and 
belong to the municipality on and from 
December 14, 1981. 

13. Nothing in these Letters Patent shall 
impair or affect the rights of any creditor of 
The Corporation of the City of Revelstoke as 
incorporated under former Letters Patent, 
and the Regional District of Columbia- 
Shuswap, in respect of the area thereof con- 
tained within the municipality, and the 
municipality shall be liable for and subject 
to and shall pay, discharge and carry out and 
perform all the debts, liabilities, obliga- 
tions, and contracts of The Corporation of 
the City of Revelstoke as incorporated under 
former Letters Patent, and the Regional Dis- 
trict of Columbia-Shuswap in respect to the 
aforesaid area, which were existing imme- 
diately before December 14, 1981. 

14.(1) Subject to these Letters Patent 
each bylaw, regulation, contract, restric- 
tion, right, resolution, order and licence of 
whatsoever kind and description passed, 
made, enacted, entered into and granted, 
and in effect or in force in or issued to or by 
The Corporation of the City of Revelstoke as 
incorporated under former Letters Patent 
shall remain in full force and effect in and 
for the municipality until it is repealed, 
withdrawn, cancelled, amended or replaced 
by the council of the municipality. 


(2) Subject to these Letters Patent each

are hereby excluded from within the bound- 
aries of the aforesaid specified service areas 
and the municipality shall be liable for and
